After top staff resign, 
presidential hopeful 
vows to stay in race 

Washington 

The entire top echelon of Newt 
Gingrich’s presidential campaign 
resigned on Thursday, a stunning 
mass exodus that left his bid for 
the Republican nomination in tat- 
ters. But the former House speak- 
er vowed defiantly to remain a 
candidate. 

“I am committed to running 
the substantive, solutions-orient- 
ed campaign I set out to run earli- 
er this spring,” Gingrich said in a 
posting to his Facebookpage. “The 
campaign begins anew Sunday in 
Los Angeles.” 

Rick Tyler, Gingrich’s spokes- 
man, said that he, campaign man- 
ager Rob Johnson and senior strat- 
egists had all quit, along with aides 
in the early primary and caucus 
states of Iowa, New Hampshire 
and South Carolina. 

Other officials said Gingrich 
was informed that his entire high 
command was quitting in a meet- 


ing at his headquarters in Washing- 
ton. They cited differences over the 
direction of the campaign. 

“We had a different vision for 
victory,” Tyler said. “And since we 


couldn’t resolve that difference, I 
didn’t feel I could be useful in serv- 
ing him.” He said Gingrich was not 
allowing enough time to campaign 
in key states. 


Off to a Rocky Start 

Newt Gingrich has long been 
viewed, by even his closest allies 
as a fountain of policy ideas but a 
man who is unable to avoid speak- 
ing in ways that spark unwelcome 
controversy. Within days of formally 
announcing he would run, he was as- 
sailed by conservatives for criticizing 
a plan to remake Medicare that Re- 
publicans pushed through the House. 
Within days, he embarked on a cruise 
to the Greek Isles with his wife, Cal- 
lista, while rivals for the Republican 
nomination kept up their campaign 
appearances. (AP) 


The upheaval in the campaign 
is likely to lead to a shakeup in the 
race for the party’s presidential 
nomination, too, as rivals reach out 
for disaffected staff, and possibly 
for donors who have been aligned 
with the former Georgia congress- 
man. While Gingrich told his now- 
departed aides he would remain in 
the race, he faces formidable obsta- 
cles in assembling a new team to 
compete in a campaign that’s well 
under way. (ap)

Ala. Law Modeled on Ariz. Law 

Alabama's measure was modeled on a similar law passed in Arizona. 
Among other things, the Alabama law makes it a crime for landlords to know- 
ingly rent to an illegal immigrant. Another provision makes it a crime to trans- 
port a known illegal immigrant. Alabama’s law also goes further in requiring 
schools to check the immigration status of their students. The measure does 
not prohibit illegal immigrants from attending public schools; lawmakers said 
the purpose instead is to gather data on how many are enrolled and how much 
the state is spending to educate them. Alabama has an estimated 120,000 ille- 
gal immigrants, according to the Pew Hispanic Center, (ap)

Alabama vaulted past Arizona 
on Thursday with what is being 
called the most restrictive law in 
the nation against illegal immigra- 
tion, requiring schools to find out 
whether students are in the coun- 
try lawfully and making it a crime 
to knowingly give an illegal immi- 
grant a ride. 

Advocacy groups promised 
to challenge the 
sweeping mea- 
sure, which like 
Arizona’s law also 
allows police to 
arrest anyone sus- 
pected of being an 
illegal immigrant 
if the person is 
stopped for some other reason. In 
addition, it requires all businesses 
to check the legal status of work- 
ers using a federal system called 
E-Verify.

think a court will enjoin it,” said 
Mary Bauer, legal director for the 
Southern Poverty Law Center. 

It takes effect Sept. 1. 

Republican Gov. Robert Bent- 
ley, who signed it into law Thurs- 
day, expressed confidence it would 
withstand any legal challenges. 

“We have a real problem with 
illegal immigration in this coun- 


try,” he said. “I campaigned for 
the toughest immigration laws, 
and I’m proud of the legislature 
for working tirelessly to create the 
strongest immigration bill in the 
country.” 

Linton Joaquin, general counsel 
for the National Immigration Law 
Center in Los Angeles, said the Ala- 
bama law covers all aspects of an 
immigrant’s life: “It is a sweeping 
attack on immigrants.” 

Alabama has an estimated 
120,000 illegal immigrants, a near- 
ly fivefold increase from a decade 
ago, according to the Pew Hispanic 
Center. Many of them are believed 
to be working on farms, at chick- 
en processing plants and in con- 
struction.

As more than 2,400 Syrians 
streamed across the open Turk- 
ish borders on Thursday ahead of 
tanks and troops who surround- 
ed their hometown, they brought 
with them the first accounts of a 
week of revolt, mutiny and mayhem 
in Jisra al-Shughour. The streets 
were deserted, leaving no resis- 
tance against a regime equipped 
for all-out battle. 

A man in Jisr al-Shughour said 
the town was all but empty, and 
nearby villagers had warned that 
hundreds of soldiers were mass- 
ing along with 27 tanks and 50 
armored personnel carriers. 

“It seems they are ready to 
launch the attack,” he said, ask- 


ing that his name not be used for 
fear of reprisals. 

The struggle over Jisr al-Shug- 
hour and Idlib is a critical test 
for the Assad regime, which said 
“armed groups” had killed 120 
security forces in the area this week 
but has not commented on reports 
of mutinous military units. 


Activists say more than 1,300 
people have died in the crackdown 
on the 11-week uprising, most of 
them unarmed civilians; a gov- 
ernment spokeswoman countered 
that 500 security forces had died 
in the uprising. 

Tanks were also deployed in

And if it causes a heart attack. 
I’m in luck. The new Capitol Hill 
branch of Kaiser Permanente 
is just down the hall. (It’s near 
gate L, where an Einstein Bros. 
Bagels is opening soon, accord- 
ing to the gigantic sign that also 
promises “Non-stop Changes for 
the Better.”) 

Dawn Banket, Union Station’s 
director of marketing, says even 
more fabulous stuff is on the way 
— but she can’t leak what it is 
just yet. “We’re in high demand 
because business is strong here,” 
she says. 

Maybe it’s condos. Then I’d 
never have to leave.

Commutes by Water Taxi 
Turn Out to Be Hard Sell 


Washington 

On a bright and sunny Wednes- 
day morning, Washington’s new- 
est water taxi commuter service 
was ready to go. 

There was just one thing miss- 
ing: commuters. 

For decades, regional leaders 
and private entrepreneurs have 
dreamed of harnessing the Poto- 
mac to relieve congested highways. 
But despite hundreds of thousands 
of dollars spent on studies, a net- 
work of ferries and water taxis that 
quickly deliver commuters from 
their homes to their workplaces 
has yet to materialize. 

American River Taxi is the lat- 
est company to make an attempt 
to lure Washington area residents 
out of their cars, off Metro and on 
to the water. In April, the com- 
pany launched an early morning 
water taxi service that, for $8 each 
way, offered to whisk commuters 
from the Southwest waterfront to 


Georgetown Harbor. 

But the company has found 
itself struggling to make the ser- 
vice work. 

“It was relaxing, and I was in 
a fantastic mood when I got to 
work,” said Jennifer Druliner one 
of American River Taxi’s first cus- 
tomers. But ultimately, Druliner, 
who works at the U.S. Green Build- 
ing Council, said she realized it just 
wasn’t practical, because traveling 
by water taxi was about four times 
as expensive as Metro and took too 
much time. 

Despite quietly suspending 
their early morning service at the 
end of May, owners of American 
River Taxi remain hopeful that 
the Potomac can become a via- 
ble commute route, Shaun Gue- 
varra, president of American River 
Taxi said. 

“It’s really about changing peo- 
ple’s mindset,” Guevarra said. “Get- 
ting them to think about the water.”

Early Learning Curve 


A new study finds 
preschool’s benefits 
are lasting, notably 
for at-risk youths 

Chicago 

Preschool has surprisingly enduring 
benefits lasting well into adulthood, 
according to one of the biggest, longest 
follow-up studies of its kind. 

Better jobs, less drug abuse and 
fewer arrests are among advantages 
found in the study that tracked more 
than 1,000 low-income, mostly black 
Chicago kids for up to 25 years. 

Michael Washington was one of 
them. Now a 31-year-old heating and 
air-conditioning contractor, Washing- 
ton attended a year of preschool at Chi- 
cago’s intensive Child-Parent Center 
Education Program when he was 4. 

The ongoing publicly funded pro- 
gram focuses on language development, 
scholastic skills and building self-con- 
fidence. It involves one or two years of 
half-day preschool, and up to four addi- 
tional years of educational and family 
services in grade school. 

Washington lived in an impover- 
ished West Side community and says 
he’ll never forget the strong influence 
of his preschool teachers. 

“You expect your mom and dad to 
care for you. But when a stranger, who 
has no ties to you whatsoever, takes the 
time to invest in you, takes the time to 
listen, that makes you open your eyes 
bigger,” he said. “It was real cool.” 

Washington got good grades in ele- 
mentary and high school, and attended 
two years of college at Chicago State 
University. Unlike other kids he knew 
from the neighborhood who didn’t 
attend preschool, he says he never tried 
drugs and was never arrested. 

The results were published Thurs- 
day in the online version of the jour- 
nal Science. They bolster findings from 
similar, smaller studies and show that 
high-quality preschool “gives you your 
biggest bang for the buck,” said Dr.

Keeping It Up in 111. 

A spokeswoman for Chicago’s public schools noted that the 
new mayor, Rahm Emanuel, committed during his campaign to 
ensuring that the city’s highest-risk kids have access to early 
childhood programs. Despite cuts to state early childhood 
funding, public preschool and kindergarten programs in Chica- 
go have not been slashed for next year, she said, (ap) 


On the Research 




The study tracked nearly 900 chil- 
dren into adulthood who attended the 
program in the early 1980s and com- 
pared them to almost 500 low-income 
Chicago youngsters, most of whom 
didn’tattend preschool, (ap) 


Pamela High, chair of an American 
Academy of Pediatrics committee that 
deals with early childhood issues. She 
was not involved in the study. 

Though many kids also got extra 


services in grade school, including 
intensive reading instruction, the 
researchers found the most enduring 
effects, particularly for non-academic 
success, were due to one or two years 
of preschool. The authors theorize that 
those early childhood experiences built 
intellectual skills, social adjustment and 
motivation that helped children better 
navigate high-risk environments. 

To be sure, the challenges facing the 
children in both groups were still insur- 
mountable to many. As adults, the aver- 
age annual income for those who went 


to preschool is less than $12,000, and 
almost half of them have been arrest- 
ed as adults. As dismal as those out- 
comes, the numbers were still better 
than for the group that didn’t attend 
preschool. 

The study’s lead researcher, Arthur 
Reynolds of the University of Minne- 
sota, said the differences between the 
groups are meaningful and translate 
to big savings to society for kids who 
attended preschool. 

The average cost per child for 18 
months of preschool in 2011 is $9,000, 
but Reynolds’ cost-benefit analysis sug- 
gests that leads to at least $90,000 in 
benefits per child in terms of increased 
earnings, tax revenue, less criminal 
behavior, reduced mental health costs 
and other measures, he said. 

“No other social program for chil- 
dren and youth has been shown to have 
that level of return on investment,” he 

said. LINDSEY TANNER (AP)

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he conies to the ballpark not 
knowing whether he’s going to 
play. With a platoon that includ- 
ed left-handed-hitter Lay nee Nix, 
it appeared Morse wouldn’t play 
much at all. 

But last month, LaRoche went 
on the disabled list, for a still-unde- 
termined period, and Morse got his 
shot at first base. 

And now, once again as the 
Nationals face the San Diego 
Padres this weekend, he’s making 
others believe. Since May 1, Morse 
has hit .368 with eight of his nine 
home runs. 

In the field, the drop-off from 
LaRoche to Morse has been negli- 
gible. Morse has shown good range 
and saved errors by deftly picking 
throws from the dirt. “Mike is a big 
man,” Riggleman said. “He kind 
of outgrew the middle infield, but 
he has the instincts.” 

Morse might increase his value 
with defense, but his career will 
ultimately be defined by his offen- 
sive numbers. 

He’s been compared to late- 
blooming Jayson Werth, but if 
such comparisons are to hold up, 
his flowering must last through 
the summer. 

Riggleman said Morse’s offen- 
sive outburst was the product of 
hours of work with hitting coach 
Rick Eckstein, who Morse has cred- 
ited with lifting him from the late- 
April scrap heap. 

“We’ve just had some loud 
talks — mostly on his side, with 
me listening,” Morse said. “He 
just showed me, and proved to 
myself, that I’m a good enough 
player to play here and have suc- 
cess.”

I chickened out when I interviewed 
Mike Mills, the writer-director of “Be- 
ginners," which opens today. 

When I first saw the filnn (not 
knowing I’d not only interview Mills, 
but also host a Q&A where he was the 
speaker), a lot of my notes focused on 
the character of Anna, played by Mel- 
anie Laurent. Mostly 
because I hated her. 
Not because she’s 
an annoying, whiny 
commitment-phobe, 
but because she’s the 
epitome of what the 
Onion’s A.V. Club has 
termed “the Manic 
Pixie Dream Girl." This is essentially 
the woman who shows up in an indie 
film, flits about being impossibly 
quirky, and then melts the protago- 
nist’s heart. 

It’s lazy storytelling at best and of- 
fensive at worst (in “Beginners," Anna 
meets Ewan McGregor’s Oliver at a 
party where she can’t speak because 
of laryngitis. Oh, good, the perfect 
woman for you literally has no voice.) 
But when I interviewed Mills, I didn’t 
challenge him on it. 

He’s said in other interviews that 
both Oliver and Anna are actually 
based on himself, so maybe Anna — a 
French actress who’s estranged from 
her suicidal father — is the part of him 
who doesn’t fit in, who is constantly 
outside the norm and haunted by is- 
sues he can’t control. 

But I never gave Mills a chance to 
make his case because I never asked. 
And now I want to kick myself more 
than I ever wanted to kick Anna.

You know you’re in the hands of a 
superbly gifted filmmaker when he 
can pull off a talking dog. 

In fact, the wise Jack Russell ter- 
rier whose telepathic pronounce- 
ments punctuate the action like so 
many Zen koans is just one of the 
myriad pleasures in Mike Mills’ 
tender, sharply observed movie 
“Beginners.” 

The story of a middle-aged man 
who learns that his father is gay, 
only to lose him to cancer a few 
years later, “Beginners” traces the 
effect of both cataclysms on the 
younger man’s nascent relation- 
ship with a fetching French actress. 
Along the way. Mills, who wrote the 
script largely from events in his own 
life, addresses issues of history, cul- 
ture, Los Angeles’ graffiti subcul- 
ture and, yes, telepathic canines 
with deft, perceptive finesse.

When it comes to career choices, 
stand-up comedy is no picnic. It can 
be hard to distinguish a joke that 
will spark amusement from one that 
will provoke hurled tomatoes.

As such, the 
movie boasts a few firsts, including 
the first stand-up comedy show in 
Alexandria, Egypt. 

If the finished product doesn’t 
quite bridge the gap between cul- 
tures, at least it’s an entertaining. 
And the ultimate message seems 
to be “make laughs, not war.” Who 
would want to argue with that?

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THE BEAVER (PG-13, 91 minutes) In a 
triumph of cinema over celebrity gossip, 
“The Beaver" simply draws us into the 
story that Mel Gibson and director Jodie 
Foster wantto tell. That story begins with 
Walter (Gibson), a man living apart from 
his spouse and two sons, sleepwalking 
through his job and self-medicating. He 
tries to commit suicide twice, and he 
can’t even pull that off. He awakens after 
both attempts with a furry, beady-eyed 
beaver puppet attached to his hand. Sud- 
denly, Walter is talking to himself using the 
beaveras his proxy. HetellsWalterto get 
up and pull himself together. And that’s 
precisely what the man does, returning 
home, beginning to slowly rebuild bonds 
with his wife, Meredith (Foster), and their 
younger son, Henry, all while communi- 
cating via an inanimate dam builder that 
sounds like Michael Caine, jen chaney 
BRIDESMAIDS (R, 125 minutes) Kristen 
Wiig plants a bawdy, brave and brashly 
feminist flag in the male-dominated 
raunch-com genre with “Bridesmaids." 
Wiig plays Annie, a would-be cupcake 
entrepreneur whose business has taken 
it in the ganache with the economic 
downturn and whose love life consists 
of impromptu booty calls from her 
loathsomely narcissistic sex buddy, Ted 
(Jon Hamm). When Annie learnsthat her

lifelong bestfriend, Lillian, isengaged — 
and that Annie is to be the maid of honor 
—the new reality sends her into a tailspin 
of envy, grief and self-loathing. Butwhen 
it turns out that Lillian’s bridal party 
will also include the rich, thin, impos- 
sibly appropriate Helen Harris III (Rose 
Byrne), Annie’s insecurities metastasize 
into aflorid case of overpowering Id.A.H. 
EVERYTHING MUST GO (R, 100 minutes) 
“Everything Must Go" is a movie about a 
yard sale, the way Chekhov’s “The Cherry 
Orchard" is a play about a real estate 
auction. Both statements are true, but 
they tell only half the story. “Everything 
Must Go" has been described, somewhat 
tentatively, as a “dramedy." But despite a 
trailer that makes it look like a yuk-fest, 
the laughs are few and far between. 
Here, Raymond Carver brings us the tale 


of an alcoholic named Nick Halsey (Will 
Ferrell) who, in the space of 24 hours, 
loses his job, his wife, his house, his bank 
account and his bearings. There’s a cer- 
tain desperate absurdity to that, along 
with a lot of pain. But comic it ain’t, m.o. 
FAST FIVE (PG-13, 130 minutes) The 
“Fast" series has followed the dangerous 
exploits of monotone street racer Dorn 
Toretto (Vin Diesel) and Brian O’Conner 
(Paul Walker), the ex-cop who gradu- 
ally became Dorn’s high-flying partner 
in crime. The duo’s latest impossible 
mission takes place in and around Rio 
de Janeiro’s congested favelas, where 
Toretto’s crew uses vital information 
stored on a stolen microchip to rob 
a sadistic drug kingpin (oily Joaquim 
de Almeida), all while avoiding Hobbs 
(Dwayne Johnson), the road-raging 
federal bounty hunter ordered to bring 
thesefugitives to justice. SEAN O’CONNELL 
HANNA (PG-13, 111 minutes) The mesmer- 
izing heroine of “Hanna" — a semi-feral 
16-year-old raised by her stay-at-home 
dad in the permafrost forests of Finland 
— can rattle off facts and figures about 
anatomy and geography in seven lan- 
guages, but she’s also a ruthless killing 
machine. Hanna has activated some kind 
ofelectronic homing beaconthattellsthe 
movie’s bad girl, Marissa Wiegler (Cate 
Blanchett), just where to find them. In 
short order, “Hanna" turns into a classic 
popcorn movie, subclassification: chase 
flick. Eat with one hand, because you’ll 
need the other to hang onto your seat, as 
thefilm lunges from Finlandto Morocco 
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to Spain to Germany, where Erik and his 
daughter have agreed to rendezvous, m.o. 
HESHER (R, 102 minutes) Bad role 
models sometimes make the most 
interesting movie characters. The ill- 
mannered, unkempt, foulmouthed and 
hot-tempered title character of “Hesher" 
isjust such a walking contradiction. The 
long-haired, tattooed loner (played by 
Joseph Gordon-Levitt) is not the focal 
point of the film. Rather, it’s T. J. For- 
ney (Devin Brochu), a grieving middle- 
schooler who has lost his mother in a 
car accident. When the film opens, T.J. is 
pretty much on his own, with hisfather, 
Paul(Rainn Wilson), stuck in a stupor of 
prescription medication and self-pity, 
and his grandmother Madeleine lost in a 
fog of incipient dementia. When we first 
meet Hesher, he’s living in an abandoned 
building. After T.J. throws a rockthrough 
his window — inadvertently bringing 
the attention of the police — Hesher 
must find a new home. Soon he’s set 
up camp in the Forneys’ garage, m.o. 
THE HANGOVER: PART II (R, 102 min 
utes) A veritable textbook case of what 
not to do when re-making a comedy that 
depended on sheer surprise for most of 
its appeal, “The Hangover Part II’’ also 
inadvertently points out the weaknesses 
of the first movie. In “Part II,’’ director 
Todd Phillips follows the first movie 
beat-for-beat, switching a character 
and location here and there but never 
straying far from the original template. 
The movie opens with Bradley Cooper’s 
Phil— scruffy, sweaty, red-eyed — dole- 
fully calling Tracy, the impending bride 
from the first movie, to tell her that, 
once again, “We [screwed] up." By “we," 
of course, he means Alan (Zach Galifiana- 
kis) and Stu (Ed Helms), who is about to 
be married in Thailand. Once the posse 
lands in Thailand, “just one beer" two 
nights before the wedding turns into a 
similar bender, with the three principals 
awaking in a Bangkok hotel room with 
a monkey in a Rolling Stones vest and 
no memory of how they got there, a.h. 
HOBO WITH A SHOTGUN (Unrated, 
86 minutes) “Hobo" breathes new life 
into the demented realm of grindhouse 
cinema — a world that had grown pretty 
stale to this point. Rutger Hauer playsthe 
title role of the hobo, a down-on-his-luck 
loner who rides the rails into Hope Town 
and finds a stark reality that’s beyond 
bleak. Among the degenerates the hobo 
encounters roaming the streets are a 
pedophile in a Santa suit who kidnaps 
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the truth about what happened to his real 
parents. What? You didn’t actually think 
that Mr. Ping (James Hong), the noodle- 
making Chinese goose from the first 
movie who raised Po as his son, was actu- 
ally our hero’s biological father, did you? 
The new movie putsthat question to rest. 
It’s both a story about Pc’s search for his 
origins and a reckoning with the bad guy 
responsible for Po’s identity crisis, m.o. 
MEEK’S CUTOFF (PG, 104 minutes) On 
the Oregon Trail in 1845, a group of set- 
tlers crosses a swollen creek, carefully 
leading oxen and slowly hand-carrying 
their belongings to the other side. The 
action is wordless, grim and carried 
out with uncomplaining stoicism. The 
immigrants, three families, are led by 
Stephen Meek (Bruce Greenwood), a guide 
who has assured them that he knows of a 
shortcutthrough the Cascade Mountains. 
Meek’s a brash big-talker, but a trip that 
he assured them would take two weeks 
has now lengthened into five. Keeping 
their own counsel are Emily and Solo- 
mon Tetherow (Michelle Williams, and 
Will Patton), a middle-aged couple with 
few illusions about what awaits them 
or whether they’ll even get there, a.h. 
MIDNIGHT IN PARIS (PG 13, 94 minutes) 
From its rapturous opening sequence.

THE TREE OF LIFE (PG-13, 138 minutes) 
The sprawling story of a man’s quest to 
reconcile a contradictory parental legacy, 
“TheTreeof Life" ties that search to more 
metaphysical questions having to do 
with God, creation, truth and beauty. As 
a character named Mr. O’Brien, Brad Pitt 
plays the patriarch of the 1950s family 
that lives in a leafy Texas suburb. A hard- 
jawed, embittered martinet, Mr. O’Brien 
brings up his three boys with a toxic com- 
bination of intimidation and commanding 
affection. Less a narrative than a series 
ofsharp shards of memory, the next seg- 
ment of “The Tree of Life” traces his life 
with Father, whose mercurial, fearsome 
force Jack fuses with God’s power at its 
most fickle and inscrutable, a.h. 

THOR (PG-13, 115 minutes) "Thor" divides 
the world neatly into two camps. On one 
side are those who will recognize the 
names Volstagg, Hogun, FandralandSif 


as Thor’s homeboys and homegirl from 
Asgard. Inthefilm, Lady Sif and the War- 
riorsThree, as they’re known, followtheir
